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Utility contract 
not renewed 


SOUTH BAY—In a verbal 
melee of charges, counter- 
charges and a demand for a 
“yes or no answer tonight”, 
the city decided to end its 
twoyear experiment of 
contracting for water and 
sewer plant operations. 

In a 31 vote, the city 
commission decided to allow 
its contract with Utility 
Caretakers die a natural 
death on June 19. 

The decision ended an 
often-stormy relationship be- 
tween the city and the 
Lantana based firm headed 
by president John Middle- 
ton. That relationship began 
оп a rainy June night in 1973 
when Middleton was called 
in to do what he could to 
take care of overflowing 
sewer lines while the city's 


water and sewer plant 
operator was taking a 
vacation. 


Middleton set the tone for 
the confrontation when he 
catalogued a list of services 
he had provided the city but 
Tor which he had never been 
paid. 

He then gave the acting 
city clerk a copy of the 
contract he wanted the city 
to sign, saying it was 
essentially the same except 
for the fees to be paid his 
company and a list of 
grievances on the last page 
he wanted worked out on 
paper. 

The new fees would 
amount to $37,680 per year 
compared to $3,900 a erus 
the.lgst. contract, and. wi 
run for two yeárs instead of 
the previous two one-year 
contracts. 

"D want a yesorno 
answer on this tonight," he 
told the commissioners, in 
order that he could make 
plans on what to do with his 
mobile homes on the site and 
make other arrangements to 
pull out of South Bay in 
June. 

One of the complaints 
Middleton made to the 
commissioners was that 
former city Public Works: 
Director Lomax Harrelle Jr. 
and present Public Works 
Director Bob McClogan had 
tried to hire his two 
employes away from him to 
work for the city when 
Utility Caretakers leave the 
ared. 

He also said that his 
company has been a 
harrassed every time new 
city personnel came on the 
job and that he was never 


sure who he was supposéd 
to deal with. 

Commissioners Don Tan- 
ner; O'Neal Walker and Billy 
Wells all agreed that they 
felt it is time the city begin 
operating the water and 
sewer plants with its own 
personnel rather tham con- 
tract for the services. 

Commissioner Vernita 
Cox said she feels Middleton 
has done a great deal for the 
city. “$37,000 a year sounds 
like a lot,” she said, “but he 
isn't making anything.“ 

“I don't want Mr. Middle- 
ton to work for nothin, 
Walker said, "but I believe 
we can go with our own 
organization and have better 
luck with our water." 

"For other reasons," Tan- 
ner said, "I agree with Mr. 
Walker. We're a thriving 
city and I believe we should 
pull everything under our 
own wings. This is no 
reflection on Mr. Middleton.

The Bank Account Racket

Tn recent weeks we've had 
а growing. number of com- 
plaints and, inquiries about 
companies offering to assist 
people in laying claim to 
abandoned bank accounts. 


This is basically just 
another —something-for-no- 
thing “gimmick.” 


This particular scheme is 
designed to extract from $15 
юй? froman individual asa 

process and research fee,” 

The money is requested in 
a mailed solicitation, hinting 
that you may be the legal 
heir to an abandoned bank 
account, simply because you 
have the same last name as 
the one on the account. 

A typical letter begins like 
this: 


“We are very pleased to 
inform you that our research 
into State records has re- 
vealed that a sum of money 
pertaining to an unclaimed 
bank account. 

After capturing the indi- 
vidual's attention, the letter 
continues: The depositor of 
record bears the same ge- 
neric surname as yours 
(Smith, Jones, etc.). By vir- 
tue of this, you may be the 
owner or legal heir to this

unclaimed money.“ 

The letters stress that it is 
urgent that you respond im- 
mediately, and enclose the 
specified amount of money, 
so that research on your case 
can begin at once. 

Don't fall for it. 

In the first place, these 
companies make their 
money primarily by collect- 
ing the relatively nominal 
"research fees" írom as 
many people as possible, not 
by finding heirs to aban- 
doned accounts. If there is an 
abandoned account in the 
name of Smith, for example, 
they'll typically try to collect 
а “research fee" from every 
“Smith” for 100 miles 
around. 

Secondly, finding heirs to 
abandoned bank accounts is 
the responsibility of the State 
Comptroller's Office, and we 
do the job with no charge to 
you. 

Information on abandoned 
bank accounts is a matter of 
public record in our office, 
and if you have reason to be- 
lieve that you might be a 
rightful heir to any such ac- 
count, let us know and we'll 
Check it out.

Inmates get work training 


The man who fixes your 
car or the woman who sets 
your hair just may have 
learned the trade while in 
Glades Correctional Institu- 
tion or another state prison. 

Vocational training for 
state inmates is producing 


positive results for the 
individuals involved as well 
as society. 


Inmate course graduates 
are getting jobs in many 
trades for which they were 
trained, according to the 
initial report of a study 
released by Department of 
Offender Rehabilitation 
(DOR) Secretary Louie L. 
Wainwright. 

The first finding of the 
descriptive study are based 
on follow-up reports on 84 
former inmates who have 
been released for one to six 
months. It shows that over 
half of those trained in a 
trade are working in that 
Occupation or in related 
employment. It also 
documents that of all those 
with vocational training, the 
unemployment rate жая 
eight per cent, which is less 
than the state average. 

Correctional officials con 
sider vocational training and 
resulting employment as an 
important way {о give 
inmates an acceptable alter. 
native to crime, DOR 
statistics show 51 per cent of 
the inmates received during 
the last fiscal year had no 
occupational skill. The 
average inmate has a tenth 
grade education when com- 
mitted. 

The effectiveness of DOR 
vocational training is being 
measured by a survey of 
course graduates for two 
years following their re- 
lease, as required by the 
Florida Correctional. Reform. 
Act of 1974. Educational 
Planner and Evaluator Wal. 
ter C. Fitzgibbon began 
work with¿DOR in 1975 and 
recently completed the first 
interim report, based on 
findings compiled on inmates 
who had been released for 
one to six months as of Nov. 
30, 1975. 

Another report, based on 
a larger sample of releases; 
will be completed after June 


30, and one wilt be compiled 
each year afte hat. 

‘A total of 114 vocatieinally 
trained inmates were re- 
leased during the sample 
period, but two have since 
been charged with other 
crimes, two were transfer- 
red to other jurisdictions to 
face old charges, one died, 
one escaped, and reports 
have not been received on 
others, some of whom have 
been paroled to other states. 
The reports are being made 


by Florida Parole and 
Probation Commission staff 
members. 


When the 84 available 
reports were compiled, DOR 
found that 85 per cent of the 


releasees were employed, 
seven per cent were 
students, and eight per cent 
were unemployed. 

Of those employed, 30 per 
cent were working in the 
occupation for which they 
were trained and 29 per cent 
were working in related 
jobs. Of the remaining 41 
per cent employed, all but 
Íour had sought jobs in the , 
field for which they were 
trained but found that the 
jobs were not available for 
various reasons. 

In comparison, the Feder- 
al Bureau of Prisons reports 
that 16 per cent of its 
vocational training graduat- 
es are working the fields for

Regardless of the type of 
wiring in your home or 
apartment, you should con 
sider purchasing ап approv- 
ed smoke detector (some 
department stores sell 
Smoke dectors for $50 or 
less) and place it at the top 
of the stairs or outside the 
bedroom, The smoke 
detector could give an early 
warning if a wall outlet or 
switch begins to smoke. 

Consumers should watch 
for danger signals and have 
their electrical wiring check 
ed regularly by competent 
electricians. If you notice 
any trouble signals (such as 
flickering lights, hot [асе 
plates, or the smell of 
burning plastic) with you 
electrical wiring, the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Com 
mission would be interested 
in hearing of your experien 
ces.

In the past ten years inflation has 
caused the price of practically everything to 
zoom upwards — just take a look at the 
chart on the left 
Today we all have to dig 87% deeper 
into our pockets for food and 76% deeper 
for housing. The cost of living, in general, 
has jumped 69%. 

Our costs at FPL have jumped, too.

FFB pushes for estate 


GAINESVILLE--Florida 
Farm Bureau Federation 
(FFBF) has begun an 
“all-out, no-holds barred 
cgmpaign” to get Congress 
to pass an estate-tax reform 
bill, announced FFBF Presi- 
dent Walter J. Kautz. 

Farmers would like to see 
passed a bill introduced by 
U.S. Rep. Omar Burleson 
(D-Tex.) calling for such 
estate tax reform, said 
Kautz. The bill is currently 
in the House Ways and 
Means Committee. - 

The 2.5 million member 


American Farm Bureau 
Federation has already 
agreed to make estate tax 
reform its main national 
legislative issue, added 
Kautz. 


Burdensome estate taxes 
are threatening to wipe out 
the family farm structu 
said Kautz. Estate taxes 
can range from 30 to 70 per 
cent, depending on the 
estate's value, and forces 


many heirs to sell all or part 
of the farm just to pay off 
these taxes. 

Farmers say this not only 


presents financial hardship 
for their families, but also 
hurts the nation because 'it 
forces prime agricultural 
land out of production. 

"Estate taxes were never 
meant to strip a man of his 
livelihood,” said Kautz. “All 
61,000 Farm Bureau mem- 
bers in Florida are being 
urged to write their 
congressmen regarding this 
critical issue.” 

The Burleson bill has 
three main provisions which 
would alleviate much of 
the pressure on heirs. 

First, the general tax 
exemption for estates would 
be raised from $60,000--the 
first set in 1942-to $200,000, 
Secondly, the marital 
deduction would be changed 
from the flat 50 per cent 
figure. The first $100,000 of 
the estate's value would be 
totally exempt and а, 
additional 50 рег cent 
exemption would apply to 
the remaining value of the 
estate,

require the ‘value of an

Erisman, appointed chair- 
man of the OSHA Standards 
Advisory Committee in 1973 
by the U.S. Secretary of 
Labor, says the major 
impact of the regulations 
falls on manufacturers 
whose equipment meets 
OSHA standards and their 
employees have been pro- 
perly instructed in the safe 
operation of such equipment. 

Included in the new 
OSHA guarding standard 
are requirements affecting 
the use of automatic 
recycling on some equip- 
ment so-called electrical 
lock: outs“ to protect work- 
ers from injury when 
machinery is temporarily 
out of service 'or being 
repaired. Details on these 
OSHA requirements, Eris- 
man says, will soon be 
available through local coun-

ty offices of the IFAS 
Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice. 

The new safety standards 
supplement an October, 
1975, OSHA regulation 
requiring all farm tractors to 
be equipped .with roll-over 


protective structures 
(ROPS). Certain low profile 
tractors. used іп Florida 


citrus groves are exempted 
from this standard. 

“While OSHA compliance 
will mean some added 
headaches and costs for 
growers and rancers, it will 
result in fewer accidents, 
lower insurance rates and 
reduced payroll contribu 
tions for workmen's compen 
sation. These new guarding 
standards are not only 
justified, but they have the 
broad support of farm 
organizations, employee 
groups and equipment man 


ufacturers,” Erisman says. 

In addition to complying 
with new OSHA standards, 
agriculture must comply 
with the existing “general 
duty clause." Under this 
regulation, which applies to 
all industries, employers are 
responsible for providing 
both employment and a 
place of employment that is 
free from recognized haz 
ards that are causing or 
likely to cause death or 
serious physical harm to 
workers, 

In other words, Erisman 
explains, even though а 
hazard does not exist, the 
employer is still obligated to 
take action to cope wth any 
danger present. 

“OSHA compliance offic 
cers'can check you place 
work at any time, but they 
usually do not inspect unless 
there has been a death or
